Re¬ 
tirement  of  the  bonds  and  interest 
charges  would  be  paid  out  of  the 
present  state  income  tax  revenue 
under  the  proposal.  It  has  been  esti¬ 
mated  that  interest  and  retirement 
over  a  25-year  period  would  amount 
to  about  $4,500,000  annually.
